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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instantly 
claimed subject matter teaches of a microsphere comprised of hyaluronan that is 
derivatized with a dihydrazide crosslinker at the carboxylic acid moieties of glucuronic 
acid sites of the hyaluronan, whereas the prior art of Pouyani et al. is directed to 
hyaluronic acid compositions that are functionalized with hydrazido groups that have 
formed hydrogels, which form "porous sheet like structures with pore sizes in the range 
of 20 to 100 micrometers (column 33, lines 22-323), that are used for inter alia, skin 
grafts, and need to allow the cells, such as keratinocytes, to grow in three dimensions. 
Accordingly, the skilled artisan is not motivated to replace the hydrogels of Pouyani et 
al. with microspheres because Pouyani et al. is directed to artificial grafts to support the 
growth of cells.
